WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
President Barack Obama urged 
young African leaders Tuesday 
to work for change on their 
continent and bolster democ¬ 
racy, slamming many inde¬ 
pendence-era leaders who 
were elected but then clung to 
power. 

Welcoming more than 100 
young Africans to the White 
House for a forum marking 50 
years since 1960 when many 
former colonies on the conti¬ 
nent gained their independ¬ 
ence, Obama said he hoped 
"some of you will end up being 
leaders of your countries some 
day. 

"If you think about it, back 
in the 1960s, when your grand¬ 
parents, great-grandparents, 
were fighting for independ¬ 
ence, the first leaders, they all 
said that they were for democ¬ 
racy," Obama — the first 
African-American US presi¬ 
dent — said at the gathering on 
Africa's next half century. 

He hailed Africa's "burst of 
self-determination" that helped 
rid the continent of abusive 
colonialism. 

But "what's been happening 
is that when you've been in 
power for a while, you say 
'Well, I must be such a good 
ruler, that it's for the benefit of 
the people that I need to stay 
here.' And so then you start 


changing the laws, and intimi¬ 
dating and jailing opponents. 

"And pretty soon, young 
people just like yourselves, full 
of hope and promise, end up 
becoming exactly what they 
fought against," Obama cau¬ 
tioned. 

Quoting Mahatma Ganhdi, 
Obama said: "one of the things 
that everybody here needs to 
internalize, is that 'you have to 
be the change that you seek'." 

"It's not as if we're perfect, 
we've got all kinds of problems 
as well," said Obama, whose 
father was Kenyan. 

"But what it does mean is 
that the peaceful transfer of 
power, and the notion that peo¬ 
ple always have a voice, our 
trust in that democratic process 
is one that has to be embraced 
in your countries as well." 

Earlier Tuesday Secretary 
of State Hillary Clinton urged 
the same group to empower 
average people as she said in¬ 
formation technology will 
"blow the doors down" on re¬ 
pressive governments. 

"We are looking for leaders 
who know that empowering 
citizens is in everyone's best 
interests," Clinton told a gath¬ 
ering of 115 young African 
democracy campaigners, jour¬ 
nalists, rights activists and 
business leaders.

Mercosur trade bloc agrees to reduce 
customs fees

Ground Zero Islamic center project clears 
major obstacle 



NEW YORK (AFP) - New 
York cleared a key obstacle 
Tuesday for plans to build an 
Islamic center with a mosque 
near Ground Zero, the site of 
the World Trade Center's 
Twin Towers which were top¬ 
pled by Al-Qaeda in 2001. 

"This is the freest City in 
the world. That's what makes 
New York special and differ¬ 
ent and strong. Our doors are 
open to everyone — everyone 
with a dream and a willing¬ 
ness to work hard and play by 
the rules," said Mayor 
Michael Bloomberg, a sup¬ 


porter of the project. 

The city's Landmarks 
Preservation Commission 
voted unanimously 9-0 to re¬ 
move the 1850s Italian Ren¬ 
aissance palazzo-style 
structure at 45-47 Park Place 
from a potential list of pro¬ 
tected buildings, said chair¬ 
man Robert Tierney. 

The building now houses 
only an abandoned clothing 
store. One member, Frederick 
Bland, noted that the older 
building's architect was un¬ 
known. 


Many applauded the deci¬ 
sion, but others shouted 
"shame" and one women held 
a placard saying: "Don't glo¬ 
rify murders of 3,000, no 
9/11 mosque" and "Islam 
builds mosques at the sites of 
their conquests." 

Supporters say the project 
would help build bridges be¬ 
tween the West and the Mus¬ 
lim world and transform both 
the drab lower Manhattan 
street and the way Americans 
have looked on Muslims 
since the deadly attacks in 
2001 . 


Dutch anti-Islam 
party has key 
role in coalition 
talks 

THE HAGUE (AFP) - The 
Netherlands moved closer 
Tuesday to a rightist cabinet 
relying on anti-Islam MP 
Geert Wilders' support for 
passing policy, after a royal 
official said this option must 
be explored further. 

"There is strong political 
will" on the part of the cen¬ 
tre-right VVD, the Christian 
Democrats (CDA) and 
Wilders' Party for Freedom 
(PVV), to reach a coopera¬ 
tion agreement, Ruud Lub¬ 
bers, an official tasked by the 
queen with examining post¬ 
election coalition options, 
said in his final report. 

He recommended closer 
examination of how a VVD- 
CDA "minority" coalition 
could work in firm agreement 
with Wilders' PVV to give it 
a parliamentary majority 
when needed. 

The VVD and CDA won a 
combined 52 seats in the 150- 
member Dutch Parliament in 
June 9 elections, and Wilders 
24.

Colin gains strength in Caribbean 


MIAMI, Florida - A tropical 
depression churning near the 
southeastern Caribbean Sea 
has been upgraded from a de¬ 
pression to a tropical storm. 
The storm, named Colin, has 
sustained winds topping 40 
miles an hour and is currently 
about 945 miles east of the 
Lesser Antilles islands moving 
west-northwest at 23 mph. 

Colin is the third named 
storm of the 2010 Atlantic hur¬ 
ricane season. 

The National Hurricane Cen¬ 
ter in Miami said the storm is ex¬ 


pected to gain strength during 
the next 36 hours or so as the 
storm travels across open wa¬ 
ters. Forecasters project its tra¬ 
jectory will take it northeast and 
north of the Leeward Islands. 

The system is likely to tra¬ 
verse northeast of Puerto Rico 
and the Dominican Republic, 
curving north and east of the 
Bahamas and the U.S. East 
coast between Bermuda to¬ 
wards the end of the week and 
start of the weekend, according 
to the center. 

Because of its fast forward 


progress and because it is ex¬ 
pected to encounter wind 
shear, Colin is not expected to 
intensify into a hurricane over 
the next five days. Computer 
models show if it moves north, 
it may weaken over cooler wa¬ 
ters and have difficulty inten¬ 
sifying due to interference 
from high altitude winds. 

The hurricane center also is 
monitoring a tropical wave in 
the southeastern Caribbean, 
giving it a 20 percent chance of 
developing over the next two 
days. 


VVD chairman to take over cabinet talks, 
immigration high on agenda 


THE HAGUE, The Netherlands 
— VVD chairman and former 
Rotterdam mayor Ivo Opstelten 
has been recommended as the 
man to lead the next stage of the 
coalition talks - the formation of 
a minority CDA WD govern¬ 
ment which will have PVV sup¬ 
port in parliament. 

Current negotiator Ruud 
Lubbers made the recommen¬ 
dation to Queen Beatrix while 
briefing her on the latest devel¬ 
opments yesterday afternoon. 

Opstelten will be charged 


with helping the three parties 
identify spending cuts totalling 
€18bn to bring the budget 
deficit back under control. 

He must also find out 'if and 
how' agreement can be reached 
on guaranteeing parliamentary 
support from the anti-Islam 
PVV. This will require deals on 
immigration, integration, asy¬ 
lum seekers, public safety and 
care of the elderly, Lubbers 
said in his report to the Queen. 

PVV leader Geert Wilders 
has said agreement must be 


reached on these subjects in re¬ 
turn for his party's support in 
parliament for spending cuts. 

In his report, Lubbers made 
a number of recommendations 
of where support from the PW 
can be won. These include new 
rules governing family reunifi¬ 
cation and compulsory languge 
tests, tighter eligibility criteria 
for social security benefits, 
fast-track court procedures and 
more efforts to tackle the prob¬ 
lem of under-12s who cause a 
public nuisance. 


Venezuelan communists call for 
regional demilitarization 


CARACAS, Venezuela 
Venezuela's Communist Party 
blames the war-mongering and 
divisive positions of some 
countries of the continent for 
the military bases set up in 
their territories and proposed 
that the area be declared a de¬ 
militarized zone. 

Solutions to the stability of 
the region require Latin Ame¬ 
rica and the Caribbean to be a 
zone free of foreign troops and 
bases, said the Politburo mem¬ 


ber of the organization Carlos 
Aquino. 

Aquino made clear that he 
was referring not only to U.S. 
forces in Colombia, Peru and 
Panama, but also to the British 
presence in the Falkland Is¬ 
lands, the French in Guiana, 
and the Dutch in the Caribbean 
islands. 

According to him, those el¬ 
ements of the Organization of 
the North Atlantic Treaty in the 
region are against peace and 


the integration of Latin Ame¬ 
rican and Caribbean peoples. 

Aquino noted the current 
president of Colombia, Alvaro 
Uribe, heads the faction in the 
region that represents foreign 
interests. 

The Venezuelan politician 
accused Uribe of sabotaging 
not only the possible rap¬ 
prochement between his coun¬ 
try and Venezuela, but also of 
opposing an agreement to 
achieve peace in Colombia.

5 Takeaways From Black Hat 2010 


Black Hat, the largest and 
most visible hacker confer¬ 
ence, is winding down in Las 
Vegas. It always brings a se¬ 
ries of shocks and this year 
didn't disappoint. What did 
we learn this year? 

1. Your money isn f t safe 
- Researcher Barnaby Jack 
demonstrated how to hack 
automated teller machines 
(ATMs). He did it both by 
physically opening the ma¬ 
chine and installing malware 
on it and by compromising it 
over the network. It turns out 
these machines, or at least 
some of them, aren't all that 
aggressively secured. 

2. Your cell phone isn f t 
safe - It was a bad week for 
mobile security. Project Car¬ 
men Sandiego showed that 
you don't have to be a phone 
company or government to 
find out who's using a partic¬ 
ular cell phone number or 
where they are located. The 
security company Lookout 
revealed that Android wallpa¬ 
per applications are need¬ 
lessly gathering personal 
data. For years mobile mal¬ 
ware has been just over the 
horizon, but it seems to be 
closer than ever to being a 


real problem. F-Secure's 
Mikko Hypponen was quoted 
as saying "Eventually, virus 
writers will realize it is easier 
to make money by infecting 
phones than it is by infecting 
computers." 

3. Your electric service 

isn’t safe - Jonathan Pollet, 
founder of Red Tiger Secu¬ 
rity, told Black Hat attendees 
of the weaknesses in Supervi¬ 
sory Control And Data Ac¬ 
quisition (SCADA) systems 
used in utilities like power 
companies to manage and 
monitor equipment. SCADA 
vendors and users are way 
behind IT generally when it 
comes to security. Vulnerabil¬ 
ities go for long times un¬ 
patched. Unnecessary 

software, like chat clients, are 
used on critical systems, 
which are sometimes con¬ 
nected to the Internet. Pollet 
also warned of the weak se¬ 
curity state of "smart meters" 
being rolled out all over the 
country. 

4. Your home router isn’t 

safe - A new trick found by 
researcher Craig Heffner 
makes it easier for attackers 
to gain usable access to your 
home network. Hacking into 


the router can be done in 
many ways, but once you're 
in it's hard to get an address 
on the internal network. 
Heffner showed a Javascript 
hack that allows an attacker 
to use DNS Rebiding to gain 
an internal address. There are 
mitigating measures you can 
take, but they're complex or 
inconvenient. 

5. Black Hat itself isn’t 
safe - For the first time this 
year, Black Hat made their 
sessions available through a 
video feed, using a 3rd party 
service, for a $395 fee. One 
subscriber realized that it was 
easy to trick the service into 
providing the videos for free. 
It's not a good thing to show 
weakness like this to the 
Black Hat crowd. 

There was some good 
news at the show. To add on 
to their recent announcement 
of a sandbox architecture for 
Reader for Windows, Adobe 
announced that it will be join¬ 
ing in Microsoft's MAPP pro¬ 
gram to provide advance 
notice to security vendors of 
vulnerability disclosures. 
This should help users to pro¬ 
tect themselves better. 


Caring for animals may have shaped 
human evolution 


Our love of all things furry 
has deep roots in human evo¬ 
lution and may have even 
shaped how our ancestors de¬ 
veloped language and other 
tools of civilization. 

This "animal connection" 
compelled humans to learn 
about and care for fellow crea¬ 
tures, said Pat Shipman, a pa- 
leoanthropologist at Penn 
State University. She added 
that the behavior seems highly 
abnormal for other animals on 
the rare occasions that, say, 
captive tigers nurture pigs or 
vice versa. 

"The animal connection 
runs through the whole 
[human history] and connects 
the other big evolutionary 
leaps, including stone tools, 
language and domestication," 
Shipman explained. "Instead 
of being isolated discoveries, 
there's a theme here. It's very 
deep and very old." 

Such nurturing behavior 
also paid off when humans 
learned to harness animals as 
living tools rather than just as 
food or companions, as de¬ 
tailed in the August 2010 issue 
of the journal Current Anthro¬ 
pology. That allowed people 
to essentially use the evolu¬ 
tionary advantages of dogs, 
cats, horses and other animals 
for themselves. 

The seemingly unique 
human tendency still persists 
in modern societies - for in¬ 
stance, more U.S. households 



have pets than have children. 

"You see homeless people 
on the streets with pets, and 
people in dire circumstances 
keeping pets," Shipman said. 
"That suggests there's some¬ 
thing humans get out of it, 
which is pretty old." 

Sticks, stones and words 

Humans may have begun 
honing the animal connection 
after they made the leap from 
prey (think saber-tooth tigers 
sinking their fangs into our 
ancestors) to competitive 
hunter. That change grew 
from the development of tools 
and weapons (to defend one¬ 
self) starting around 2.6 mil¬ 


lion years ago. 

"Once you undergo that 
funny ecological transition 
that hardly any other animal 
has made, you have double 
the advantage if you become 
extremely alert and extremely 
observant of what other ani¬ 
mals are doing, where they 
are, how they move, how they 
communicate with each 
other," Shipman said. 

Next, the need to commu¬ 
nicate that knowledge about 
the behavior of prey animals 
and other predators drove the 
development of symbols and 
language around 200,000 
years ago, Shipman suggests. 

Evolutionary shortcuts 

The animal connection's 
transformation of formerly 
wild beasts into living tools 
gave humans a decisive edge 
in adapting to new environ¬ 
ments and using the evolu¬ 
tionary advantages of animals 
for themselves.

“No wrinkles can be unre¬ 
alistic and unnatural,” says 
Grufferman.

No, because there aren’t re¬ 
ally any hair “rules” for mid¬ 
dle-aged women, says 
Grufferman. “It depends on a 
woman’s height, shape, 
lifestyle, and the condition of 
her hair.” 

The fact is that your hair 
will probably get more gray 
and thin as you age, and the 
texture may get coarser as well. 

Choose a cut and color 
that’s flattering, keeping in 
mind that it probably won’t 
be the cut and color that 
worked for you in your 20s 
and 30s. 

Using the wrong 
makeup 

The makeup colors and 
brands you’ve been wearing 
for years probably don’t re¬ 
flect what’s best for your skin 


anymore. 

And resist the urge to 
slather on heavy-duty pow¬ 
ders and concealers to cover 
up wrinkles and under-eye cir¬ 
cles as caked-on or dark 
makeup can make you seem 
even older. For a more natural 
look, Grufferman suggests 
using a magnifying mirror and 
having a “lighter touch” when 
applying. Keep your cosmetic 
bag current—replace founda¬ 
tions, powders, and concealers 
every 6 months to a year, and 
steer clear of dated makeup 
styles too. 

Wearing the wrong 
bra 

It’s inevitable—gravity 
has an impact on our bodies. 
But while you might be 
saggy where you were once 
perky, that doesn’t mean you 
have to stay that way. 

“Many women continue to 
wear the same size and brand 
they’ve always worn, without 
considering that our bodies 
change as we age,” says 
Grufferman. 

The right underwear can 
help lift and slim your body, 
so re-evaluate your undergar¬ 
ments and invest in some 
new pieces. Most large de¬ 
partment stores and lingerie 
shops offer free bra-fitting 
services. 

Settling for a 
boring sex life 

Our culture tends to sell 
the message that young 
equals sexy, but you don’t 
have to buy into it. 

You should have the con¬ 
fidence and freedom to dress 
and feel as sexy as you want 
to, and explore your sexual 
needs as well. 

“Women over 50 can have 
the best sex of their lives,” 
Grufferman says. “For many 
women, it’s the first time they 
are having sex for fun and en¬ 
joyment, not for a result 
(children).”

BP sells Colombian business 


for 1.9 billion dollars 


Venezuelan oil firm's 2009 profits 
slump 52% 


CARACAS, Venezuela (AFP) 
- State-owned oil giant 
Petroleos de Venezuela 
(PD VS A) said yesterday its 
2009 net profits tumbled 52.2 
percent in 2009 to 4.498 bil¬ 
lion dollars amid a slide in 
global crude oil prices. 

PD VS A said the drop came 
from a 2008 profit of 9.4 bil¬ 
lion dollars — a year when 
crude oil prices hit record 
highs before dramatic declines. 

In 2009, the average price 
of a barrel was 57 dollars for 
exports from Venezuela, which 
is the largest oil producer in 
South America and a member 
of the OPEC cartel. That com¬ 


pared with an average 2008 
price of 86.49 dollars per bar¬ 
rel. 

Revenues also took a big hit 
for the year, slumping 40 per¬ 
cent to 74.996 billion dollars 
from 126.4 billion in 2008. 

PD VS A president Rafael 
Ramirez told a news confer¬ 
ence that "2009 was a difficult 
year" for the company as it 
weathered the global financial 
crisis and huge swings in com¬ 
modity prices. 

The company's overall pro¬ 
duction of crude oil was 3.012 
million barrels per day but ex¬ 
ports fell to 2.682 million from 
2.897 million in 2008. The fig¬ 


ures were above the produc¬ 
tion quota listed from the Or¬ 
ganization of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries of 2.32 
million barrels per day for 
Venezuela. 

PDVSA's debt was listed at 
21.4 billion dollars, while its 
contribution to state coffers 
fell 42 percent from a year ear¬ 
lier to 32.04 billion dollars. 

The slumping results for 
PD VS A is more bad news for 
an economy mired in deep re¬ 
cession. Venezuela's economy 
contracted at a 5.8-percent 
pace in the first quarter in a 
fourth consecutive contrac¬ 
tion. 


LONDON, England (AFP) - 
British oil giant BP said yester¬ 
day it will sell its Colombian 
business for 1.9 billion dollars 
(1.4 billion euros) to national 
oil company Ecopetrol and 
Talisman of Canada. 

The divestment is part of 
BP's plans to sell off up to 30 
billion dollars of assets as it 
faces soaring costs from the 
Gulf of Mexico oil spill disaster. 

The news comes just one 
week after BP's vilified chief 
executive Tony Hayward re¬ 
signed in the wake of a record 
second-quarter loss of 16.9 bil¬ 
lion dollars — the biggest quar¬ 
terly loss in British corporate 
history — as it took charges 


against a clean-up bill put at 
32.2 billion dollars. 

"BP ... has agreed to sell its 
oil and gas exploration, pro¬ 
duction and transportation 
business in Colombia to a con¬ 
sortium of Ecopetrol, Colom¬ 
bia's national oil company (51 
percent), and Talisman of 
Canada (49 percent)," it said in 
a statement. 

The Colombian assets hold 
reserves of 60 million barrels 
of oil equivalent (boe) and 
daily production is about 
25,000 boe, BP said. 

The transaction, which is 
subject to regulatory and other 
approvals, is expected to be 
completed by the end of 2010.

Parched Russia warns on harvest, 
wheat prices surge

MOSCOW, Russia (AFP) - 
Leading wheat exporter Rus¬ 
sia cut its grain harvest fore¬ 
cast by millions of tons 
yesterday owing to the worst 
drought for decades, adding 
to concerns pushing wheat 
prices to a two-year high 
point. 

Russia, currently the 
world's number three wheat 
exporter, has seen 20 percent 
of its arable land (10 million 
hectares) scorched by a heat¬ 
wave which has also hit its 
ambitions to raise its share of 
global markets. 

"I think we will have (a 
grain harvest of) 70-75 mil¬ 
lion tons," Deputy Agriculture 
Minister Alexander Belyayev 
told reporters in the Siberian 
city of Novosibrisk, Russian 
news agencies reported. 

Giving the first official 
prediction since the full ex¬ 
tent of the drought became 
clear, he said the ministry 
would give a more precise 
forecast once the harvest 
starts in Siberia from mid- 
August. 

Russia had a strong har¬ 
vest of 97 million tons of 
grain in 2009 and the agricul¬ 
ture mi-nistry had already 
forecast that the harvest 
would be lower this year at 
85 million tons. 

Last year Russia also ex¬ 
ported 21.4 million tons of 
grain and observers have al¬ 
ready warned the volume 
risks being sharply lower this 
year owing to the drought. 

The Russian Grain Union 
the day earlier gave an even 
bleaker forecast of the pros¬ 
pects for the harvest, predic¬ 
ting a volume for this year's 
harvest of only 72-78 million 
tons of grain. 

It also warned that in a 
worst case scenario exports 
could halve this year, giving 
a range of between 11 million 
tons to 19.5 million tons. 

But Belyayev insisted that 
"for the moment" Russia did 
not plan to impose export re¬ 
strictions on grain and in¬ 
sisted that this year's exports 


would be "at the level of pre¬ 
vious years." 

"It (export restrictions) is 
a government decision but at 
the current moment we do 
not have this situation. Ex¬ 
ports are very easy to lose 
and very hard to win." 

"We will try to balance 
things and preserve our mar¬ 
ket as much as possible," he 
added. 

Concerns about Russia — 
coupled with a drought that 
has also hit the Ukraine and 
Kazakhstan as well as a low 
harvest in Canada — have al¬ 
ready led to a spike in global 
wheat prices. 

On Monday, wheat prices 
hit highs not seen since Sep¬ 
tember 2008 in Chicago 
while on Euronext in Paris 
prices also hit a high not seen 
for more than two years. 

"Wheat prices have seen 
the largest one-month jump 
in more than three decades on 
the back of a severe drought 
in Russia, prompting warn¬ 
ings by the food industry of 
rising prices for flour-related 
products," said analysts at 
Barclays Capital. 

Michael Hewson, analyst 
at CMC Markets said: "Due 
to the fires, there are fears 
that Russia, the Ukraine and 
Kazakhstan's export produc¬ 
tion could drop by as much as 
27 percent for 2010/11." 


He said the drought and 
ensuing wildfires in Russia 
had "prompted speculative 
buying" in the wheat market. 

Russia has been targeting 
ramping up massively its 
market share over the next 
years by modernising infra¬ 
structure, in particular stor¬ 
age silos, and exploiting land 
that went fallow under the 
Soviet Union. 

It has been aiming to 
more than double its grain 
exports to 40-50 million tons 
a year by increasing supplies 
to grain-hungry consumers 
like Egypt. 

The severity of the 
drought has seen emergency 
situations declared in 27 
Russian regions, including 
part of famed black earth re¬ 
gion where the soils are fa¬ 
mous for their richness in 
humus formed by the decom¬ 
position of plant matter. 

The agriculture ministry 
said yesterday it would soon 
start selling grain from its in¬ 
tervention fund to the Russ¬ 
ian regions which have 
suffered most from the ongo¬ 
ing drought, the RIANovosti 
news agency reported. 

A country notorious for its 
bitterly cold winters, Russia 
is enduring its severest heat¬ 
wave for decades which saw 
all-time temperature records 
tumble throughout July. 
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Tour winner Contador signs for 
Saxo Bank team 



COPENHAGEN (AFP) - 
Three-time Tour de France 
champion Alberto Contador 
of Spain has signed a two- 
year contract with the Saxo 
Bank-Sungard team managed 
by Bjarne Riis. 

The move announced 
Tuesday comes nine days 
after Contador claimed his 
third Tour win in four years 
for Astana by a margin of 39 
seconds on Luxembourg's 
Andy Schleck. 

As Contador arrives 
Schleck and his brother Frank 


are leaving, having spent five 
and eight years respectively 
alongside Danish manager 
Riis - the pair are due to join 
a home-based outfit. 

Announcing his prize 
catch Riis said in a statement: 
"Alberto (Contador) is a 
world class rider and it's with 
great pride that I can wel¬ 
come him onboard the team 
for the next two years." 

"With three Tour de 
France victories on his re¬ 
sume and a position as num¬ 
ber one on the world 


rankings, he is sure to stay at 
the very top for several years 
to come." 

Riis added: "Alberto will 
get a solid, strong and loyal 
team around him to support 
him in all terrains and I'm 
sure that this will be a fruitful 
alliance." 

Contador said he was 
"very happy and excited 
about signing a two-year con¬ 
tract with Riis Cycling." 

"Historically, Riis Cycling 
has always been successful 
and together we will have the 
ability to play a very impor¬ 
tant role in the world of cy¬ 
cling in the years to come," 
he added. 

The Spanish rider spent 
three seasons with Astana fol¬ 
lowing the disbanding of his 
previous team Discovery 
Channel, with whom he won 
his first Tour title in 2007. 

During his time at Astana 
he won a Giro d’ltalia and 
Spanish Vuelta title as well as 
two of his three Tour de 
France titles. 

Contador, who won cy¬ 
cling's premier event in 2007, 
2009 and 2010, is the ninth 
cyclist to win the Tour de 
France at least three times. 

Aside from Contador's ar¬ 
rival Riis also announced 
Tuesday that Saxo Bank had 
signed a new deal to act as 
co-sponsor of the team with 
SunGard in 2011 - the full 
name for his outfit will be 
Saxo Bank-SunGard Profes¬ 
sional Cycling Team. 


Baggio to play role in Italian renaissance 


ROME (AFP) - Roberto Bag¬ 
gio, one of Italy's finest play¬ 
ers ever, is set to return to 
football, joining Italy's foot¬ 
ball federation (FIGC) after 
the national team's disastrous 
exit from the World Cup, the 
local press reported on Tues¬ 
day. 

"I have said I am fully 
available to fill the role of 
president of the technical sec¬ 
tor," Baggio said, adding that 
he would have to wait for a 
FIGC board meeting on 
Wednesday for his nomina¬ 
tion to become official, daily 
II Messaggero reported. 

Along with Baggio two 
other Italian football legends 
are set to join the FIGC. 



Former Italy coach Arrigo 
Sacchi, 64, will coordinate 
the youth national teams, 
while Gianni Rivera, the first 


Italian player to win the "Bal¬ 
lon d'Or" or European Foot¬ 
baller of the Year trophy, will 
preside over the teaching and 
youth sector of the federa¬ 
tion. 

Baggio, 43, retired from 
football in 2004 after playing 
for Fiorentina, Juventus and 
AC Milan and starring for 
Italy in three World Cups, but 
leaving each one empty- 
handed. 

After reigning champions 
Italy were embarrassingly 
bundled out of the South 
African tournament this sum¬ 
mer, Baggio said he believes 
players and coaches in Italy 
focus to much on results, 
often at the expense of well- 
played football. 

The attacking midfielder 
became known as 'the divine 
ponytail' thanks to his hair¬ 
style and late conversion to 
Buddhism. 

Italy were kicked out of 
the World Cup after a shock 
3-2 defeat to Slovakia that 
left them at the bottom of 
what had looked like a fairly 
easy group, including 
Paraguay and rank outsiders 
New Zealand.

Reports say Favre done but 
he hasn't told Vikings coach

(AFP) - Multiple reports on 
Tuesday said Brett Favre has 
told Minnesota Vikings offi¬ 
cials that he will not return 
for a 20th NFL season, but 
Vikings coach Brad Childress 
said he has not been told that. 

The Star-Tribune newspa¬ 
per and various television sta¬ 
tions reported that Favre 
began telling team officials 
on Monday night that he 
would not return for the up¬ 
coming season, citing a nag¬ 
ging left ankle that underwent 
surgery in May. 

Childress, however, called 
the Favre situation ’’fluid” 
and has not given up on see¬ 
ing the NFL’s all-time pass¬ 
ing leader back in purple next 
month when the season starts. 

”It wouldn’t surprise me 
one way or the other whether 
he elects to play or whether 


he elects to retire,” Childress 
said. ”1 think all of us can live 
with it either way and the big 
thing is that he’s at peace 
with it.” 

Vikings players said they 
had no knowledge of Favre’s 
plans. Last year he did not 
join the team until August 18 
and that was after surgery on 
a torn right biceps muscle. 

Favre would make 13 mil¬ 
lion dollars in the final year 
of a two-season deal worth 
25 million dollars he signed 
before a 12-4 season that saw 
Minnesota come within one 
victory of a trip to the Super 
Bowl. 

Favre, who turns 41 in Oc¬ 
tober, threw for 4,202 yards 
and 33 touchdowns with a ca¬ 
reer-low seven interceptions 
last year, but underwent a 
third left ankle surgery, the 
others coming in 1995 and 
2007. 

In 2008 and 2009, Favre 
retired only to return to the 
NFL. He returned from his 
time with the Green Bay 
Packers to join the New 
York Jets in 2008 and just 
missed the playoffs, then re¬ 
tired and re-emerged in 
Minnesota. 


Yankees canoodling with Chinese 
company 


NEW YORK (AFP) - China's 
Uni-President Enterprises, an 
instant noodle maker, has 
signed a four-year sponsor¬ 
ship deal with the reigning 
World Series champion New 
York Yankees, the Major 
League Baseball club said on 
Monday. 

The deal boosts Uni-Pres¬ 
ident’s sponsorship of the 
China Baseball League and 
as part of the contract the 
Yankees will make a dona¬ 
tion to the QSL Youth Sports 
Development F oundation, 
China’s largest sports-related 
youth charity. 

QSL helps back a youth 


baseball program in China. 

Uni-President, a mainland 
subsidiary of Taiwan's largest 
processed food producer, will 
advertise on a Yankee Sta¬ 
dium sign and in team publi¬ 
cations as part of the deal. 

It is not the first Chinese 
sponsorship deal for the team 
with the most season champi¬ 
onships in American sports 
history. Chinese dairy firm 
Yili Group backed the Yan¬ 
kees in 2007. 

The Yankees signed devel¬ 
opment deals in 2007 with 
Chinese officials to help im¬ 
prove the nation's players and 
coaches. 


Phelps expects tight races in 
bodysuit-less era 



IRVINE (AFP) - Beijing 
Olympic star Michael Phelps 
is looking forward to see how 
the world’s best swimmers 
handle the ban on the now- 
banned bodysuits that created 
world records until being out¬ 
lawed by FINA. 

Phelps, who won a record 
eight gold medals at Beijing, 
will swim five events this 
week at the US national 
championships, a qualifier 
for the Pan Pacific meet here 
in two weeks as well as next 
year's World Championships 


in Shanghai. 

Times worldwide have 
been slower since 
polyurethane bodysuits were 
banned this year after 43 
world records were set at last 
year's worlds in Rome, but 
Phelps expects close races 
even if the speeds are not at 
unprecedented levels. 

"I still think you're going 
to see tight races,” Phelps 
said. ”1 would rather see a 
tight race than watch a world 
record get obliterated by five 
seconds.” 


Phelps sais he looks for¬ 
ward to seeing which swim¬ 
mers who shattered marks in 
bodysuits can back up their 
efforts with success now that 
the attire aid no longer exists. 

”It’s really going to be in¬ 
teresting to see who can 
make the transition between 
wearing (normal) suits and 
not wearing (banned) suits,” 
Phelps said. 

"It's going to show who's 
willing to put in more work 
to be able to be in better 
physical shape. You're not 
going to be able to float as 
easy on top of the water as 
you were with the (banned) 
suits.” 

Phelps plans to swim the 
200-meter freestyle, 100 and 
200 butterfly, 200 individual 
medley and 200 backstroke at 
the US meet. His first day in 
the pool will be Wednesday, 
when he competes in two 
events, making it his busiest 
day. 

Phelps was disappointed 
with his performance at a 
June meet in Paris, saying his 
stroke and timing were off 
but that he has improved in 
the past few weeks. 

"It is a lot better than it 
was a couple weeks ago,” he 
said. "I feel like I can actually 
swim freestyle again. That's 
always a good feeling com¬ 
ing into a nationals meet.” 

The frustrations have 
made Phelps all the hunm- 
grier for success this week. 

"I'm more motivated now 
than I have been all year,” he 
said. "Not being where you 
want to be is frustrating. You 
know what you need to do to 
get back and you know what 
you need to change,” said the 
14-time Olympic champion.

Henin and Williams head impressive 
Hopman Cup field 


PERTH (AFP) - Reigning 
Australian Open champion 
Serena Williams and Belgian 
champion Justine Henin head 
an impressive list of talent for 
the mixed teams Hopman 
Cup next January. 

Tournament director Paul 
McNamee on Tuesday con¬ 
firmed the first five teams for 
the unique eight-nation event 
starting on January 1 with a 
field that looks set to be best 
ever to contest the 22-year- 
old tournament. 

Joining Williams and 
Henin will be Serbia's men's 
world No.2 Novak Djokovic, 
who will be joined by coun¬ 
trywoman Ana Ivanovic, and 
dual grand slam champion 


Lleyton Hewitt. 

Frenchman Gael Monfils, 
ranked 17th in the world, is 
also among the nine players 
already confirmed. 

It will be Henin's first ap¬ 
pearance in Perth and comes 
just under 12 months after 
she stunned the tennis world 
by reaching the final of the 
Australian Open in her come¬ 
back to Grand Slam tennis. 

Williams will be making 
her third appearance here, 
having won the event on both 
her previous visits. 

McNamee said he was 
thrilled with the initial sign¬ 
ings. 

"It's a spectacular line-up," 
he said. "There is potential 


for some really great match¬ 
ups for both the men and the 
women, not to mention the 
mixed." 

Henin will be partnered by 
the llOth-ranked Steve Dar- 
cis. 

Williams will team up 
with towering American John 
Isner, who played at this 
year's event but gained 
worldwide fame for his 11- 
hour Wimbledon marathon 
against Nicolas Mahut in 
June. 

Monfils will be partnered 
by 2009 junior world No.l 
Kristina Mladenovic to repre¬ 
sent France, while Hewitt's 
partner for the host nation is 
yet to be confirmed.

Bayern hit by Robben 
injury blow 


BERLIN (AFP) - German 
champions Bayern Munich 
suffered a major blow on 
Tuesday when star Dutchman 
and Bundesliga player of last 
season Arjen Robben was 
ruled out for two months be¬ 
cause of a left thigh injury. 

Bayern could seek com¬ 
pensation as they believe it is 
an aggravation of the injury 
the 26-year-old suffered just 
prior to the World Cup finals, 
playing in a friendly for the 
Dutch against Hungary, but 
recovered sufficiently to play 
a decisive part in the Nether¬ 
lands' march to the final. 

"This diagnosis came as a 
shock," said Robben, follow¬ 
ing the diagnosis by team 
doctor Hans-Wilhelm 

Muller-Wohlfahrt which 
along with an IRM revealed a 
hole of about five centimetres 


in the muscle. 

"I felt in really good 
shape, I played in four 
matches at the World Cup 
and I never felt the slightest 
pain." 

Bayern president Karl- 
Heinz Rummenigge was 
seething at the news as he 
had criticised Robben's selec¬ 
tion for the finals squad after 
he suffered his initial injury 
and claimed he had asked 
world governing body FIFA 
to act as a mediator in the dis¬ 
pute between the club and the 
Dutch federation. 

"Yet again we have to pay 
for the folly of a national fed¬ 
eration and for an incorrect 
diagnosis," said the former 
West German international 
striker. 

"We are extremely disap¬ 
pointed."
